B.TIANGIPATION     AND    C01.UNIZA- 
TION- 

VVe  publish  a  very  able  letter  of  B.  Gratz 
Brown,  fminor  editor  of  the  Missouri  Dem- 
ocrat, the  cdilifr  and  the  paper  the  frue.st 
and  ab  e>t  champion  of  emancipation 
and  Republican  principles  that  has  ever 
existed  in  a  Slave  SLate. 

Mr.  Brown's  position  we  believe  to  be 
right.  Colonization  is  not  at  all  necessary 
to  the  great  work  of  emancipation. 

We  b«  lieve  that  the  races  should  never 
Miiogi'j  by  fusion  of  intermarriage,  but  it  the 
tworaceii  can  live  together  in  tbeuojast  re* 
lation  of  master  and  slave,  they  can  also 
live  together  in  the  just  relations  of  freedom, 
each  in  the  enjoyment  ol  thb  right  to  its  own 
individual  earnings 

But  we  believe  the  inevitable  tendency 
would  be  for  the  negroes  to  gravitat';  to 
wards  the  tropics,  finding  a  permanent  home 
and  adaptation  in  the  semi-tropical  regions 
ol  the  Southern  States.  There,  their  labor 
«vouid  be  more  productive  in  the  rice  and 
cotton  fields  and  on  the  sugar  plantations, 
than  iu  the  wheat  fi'  Ida  of  the  North. 
There  we  want  their  productive  industry. 
If  :here  is  to  be  any  colonization  let  it  be 
of  the  indolent  non-producers,  who  now  live 
off  of  the  labor  of  the  slave,  and  who  have 
attempted  to  subvert  the  Government. 

Mr.  Brown's  letter  has  the  more  signifi- 
cance coming  before  the  public  at  a  time 
when  the  speech  of  Hon.  F.  P.  Blair,  jr.,  ad- 
vocating foreign  colonization  of  the  negroes 
as  essential  to  any  plan  of  emancipation,  is 
engaging  the  public  attention,  and  when  un- 
der the  authority  of  the  New  York  'limes 
it  is  claiaied  that  Mr.  Blair's  views  are 
those  of  the  President. 

We  are  conQdjut  n)  such  doctrine  will 
ever  be  accepted  by  the  great  party  of  free 
dom  in  the  North,  and  while  there  may  be 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  President,  in 
deference  to  the  prejudices  of  border  State 
men,  favors  colonization,  we  do  not  believe 
that  he  proposes  to  make  coloniza'ion  a 
condition  precedent  to  emancipation.  Hie 
messages  do  nut  warrant  an  opposite  con* 
elusion. 

B.  Gratz  Brown,  we  believe  is  a  coasin 
of  F.  P.  B.'air'a.  It  is  said  he  will  be  a 
candidate  for  Congress  iu  oppa^ition  to 
Blair  on  the  issue  of  unconditional  emanci- 
pation.

gines and  machinery  which  would  give  her 
a  speed  of  twelve  knots  p^r  hour—in  short 
that  she  would  be  entirely  seaworthy,  as 
perfectly  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  cruis- 
ing as  the  '  wooden  wall '  in  common  use, 
and,  in  addition,  be  impenetrable. 

"  To  accomplish  these  objects  a  hull  of 
peculiar  model,  designed  to  effect  a  greater 
displacement  of  water  than  is  ordinarily 
secured,  was  budt,  and  upon  it  four  hundred 
tons  of  armor  have  been  placed,  with  en- 
tirely successful  results.

J 
Sir:  The  renewed  application  made  pursu- 
ant to  resolution  of  the  Minnesota  Legislature, 
for  the  appointment  ot  a  Special  Agent  of  this 
Department  t'ov  that  State,  has  been  received 
and  caretuUy  cousidortd  by  the  Postmaster 
General. 

While  the  Postnmstcr  General  is  fully  aware 
of  the  liability  of  the  postal  service  to  irregu- 
larities, particularly  in  new  States,  the  condi-. 
tion  of  the  public  linauces  is  such  that  it  is  a 
duty  to  restrict  all  unnecessary  expenditures. 
The  appropriation  fur  this  branch  of  the  ser- 
vice does  not  justify  the  appointment  of  a 
separate  Special  Agent  for  each  State. 

In  order,  however  to  remedy  the  inconven- 
ience complained  of,  the  Depariment  desires 
particular  information  of  the  alleged  irregu- 
larities iind  the  attention  of  one  of  the  Special 
Agents  of  the  Department  will  be  immediately 
called  to  their  investigation,  and  they  will  be 
promptly  corrected. 

It  is  a  rule  of  the  Department  to  send  one 
of  its  agents  tcall  points  where  any  informa- 
tion is  ottered  that  hia  aerrices  are  required, 
ar.d  one  of  them  has  recently  visited  Minnesota 
pursuant  to  instructions  from  the  Deparnnent, 
and  will  repeat  his  visit  asotien  as  information 
is  furnished  showing  need  for  his  services.

Five  companies  of  our  cavalry  had  a 
skirmish  with  the  enemy's  cavalry,  two 
miles  in  advance  of  this.

a  j  inni.ll  devoted  to  tiie  canse  of  emaiicifia- 
li  n  in  tin-'  State  ;  und  truly  when  frum  the 
chief  city  of  the  *'  Platte  city  purcham  '' — 
that  early -and  unhirtnnate  concession  to 
Slavery,  there  coines  fo  emphatic  a  voice 
demaiidiii'r  to  be  restored  us  free  soil—  it 
may  wi  li  be  anDOiinecd  us  a  New  Era.  It 
IS  an  Kra.  too.  that  promises  speedy  reali 
Ziiion  to '.he  hopes  of  nmny  thousands  o! 
brave  in<-n  who  have  toiled  thnuiyh  the  dark 
drivs  ol  intolerance  and  peisecuti'm  in  our 
midst,  firm  in  the  faith  that  time  would  yet 
siiow  fi'rih  .\lis.-ouri  with  Ireedom  b  az  »ned 
on  h'-r  tVont,  and  snre  tiiat  she  could  leave 
no  l.r^ghter  heriiaue  tiian  the  esteem  of 
h  ivin-r  d'inc  a  sincere  work  in  c  inverting  a 
slave  >S'i'te  info  a  free  Commonwealth. 

With  tliose,  und  they  are  many  who  cal-

and  tho.se  who  tiirg  to  the  institution  Irom 
(la-si.  n,  n  lusing  to  see  any  escape  from  its 
inhi  riled  evils,  who  now  resist  the  proj^ress 
•  if  mia-'cpati'in.  The  fir-^t  da-'s — the 
>laveh' Mil  g  il.i.ss— does  not  number  ten 
lhi.ii'':ind  men;  lie  latttr  is  more  numerous 
and  less  open  to  the  nc'-jjlion  of  new  id'  as. 
I'll  both,  huwevi  r,  there  is  approaching  a 
s  Intinn  thai  will  foice  tliem  to  consider 
ih's  question  in  another  light  than  th«t  in 
whi  n  they  have  chosen  exclusively  to  re- 
gard it. 

The  complications  in  which  the  finances 
if  our  Slate  have  become  inv>lved  are  of 
!">  endiarrassing  a  na'ure  that  a  n  pudiation 
of  the  pnb  ic  deiji  8'ates  us  in  t  e  face. 
We  have  got  ih"  question  of  S'aie  bank- 
ruptcy to  grapple  with  and  cast  off  if  we 
my  ;  and  very  clear  it  is  thnt  none  other 
I  hill  some  gnat  measure  of  r  lief  that  will 
r:ipully  repopulalo  onr  de-erted  fields,  intro- 
Once  ihii  i  where  sloth  has  heretofore  pre- 
v;:i'ed.  and  stimulate  investment  able  to 
niifcl  the  dmiands  of  a  8trin<xent  taxatinn 
ia-  some  years  to  come,  can  save  the  Slate 
from  such  a  dis'.rraoe.  BhI  there  is  one, 
and  only  on'',  measure  holding  out  any  such 
prospict.  if  within  fiiieen  months'  time 
.Missouri  dm  s  not.  stand  accredited  in  the 
ryrsof  the  w.)rld  aa  putting  forth  her  will 
t'>  aboish  slavery,  not  a  bond  ol  hers  will 
find  a  quotation  at  any  stock  board  ;  her 
tnasiiiy  will  be  di-crid.ted  beynnd  hope, 
and  her  soil  regarded,  both  in  Kar'pe  und 
America,  as  a  location  to  be  avoided  by  all 
wbo  rely  upon  their  own  industry. 

We  oiiit  a  part  of  Mr.  Brown's  letter 
relating  to  the  finances  of  Missouri.  He 
shows  that  the  debt  is  about  827,000,000, 
Ihe  annual  interest  and  expense  of  State 
government  requiring  a  revenue  of  about 
§2,2.i0  000  per  anijum. 

It  is  not  very  apparent  then  that  upon 
this  financial  exhibit  it  will  require  some- 
thiuif  more  than  ordinary  pro-slavery  leg- 
islation t»  avert  the  calamity  of  bank- 
lupicy  fromat'achingto  Miss'-ori.  Equally 
clear  also  is  that  before  any  change  for 
the    better  or  hope  of  extrication  can  be 


had,  there  will  have  to  b«  firsfpiven  some 
guarantee  for  ihe  future,  a  guarantee  both 
against  rebellion  and  in  favor  of  lamr  in- 
terests n  guarante  tiat  shalliuvite  cipi  ' 
lal  and  people  a  d  riviiizaton  to  thit  S  ate, 
and  thus  e.statdisb  H  sure  groundwork  for 
pasing  our  lUbts  in  the  f  ilnie. 

I  need  scarcely  npi'ut  ihat  iu  my  opitiion 
there  is  110  guaraiitea  that  will  be  accepted 
by  the  world  abroad  iu  this  resptct,  ex- 
cept the  nbolis'iiug  or  initiating  the  aboli- 
tion of  Slavery.  Whatever  we  may  think 
on  the  subject,  those  communities  and 
countries  lo  which  we  must  look  for  immi- 
gration, capital  and  credit,  do  so  regard  it. 
un  1  that  is  conclusive  Abolish  Slaver}' 
and  the  einbarrassiyei'ts  of  the  financial 
cri-is  may  be  tided  over,  in  view  ol  the 
broao  Lunditioii  thereby  laid  lor  future 
Rolvmcy.  But  on  the  other  hand,  rcln.'e  t') 
do.eo,  Ol-  even  d>  nothing,  and  I  can  ."te  no 
oihiT  fate  thai)  repudiation  in  store  for 
M.i>souri. 

it  is  a  common  and  perhaps  the  most 
formidalile  assertion  made  by  those  who  op- 
pose ema'.eipation,  that  its  cost  will  be  far 
beyond  the  ability  ot  this  generation  tO 
btar.  The  more  t  bought  le.=8  or  luiilicioas 
do  not  lusitale  to  put  down  the  sum  of 
flity  millions  of  dollars. 

The  thing — the  practical  deed — Slavery 
extinction  can  be  aecouip!isIied  in  Missouri 
in  defiance  of  the  bold  attempt  that  has  bei  u 
ma  leby  early  lawgivers  to  tie  the  hands  ot 
ail  after  generations  and  that  at  almnsi  a 
nominal  co.-t  to  the  people  of  tt.c  Slate.  It 
can  be  done  without  infringing  a  line  of  the 
Coiistituli')n  and  without  the  co-t  of  five 
millions — far  lc.-8  fifty  mi  lions  of  d  hilars. 

And  loiemoft  io  the  discussion  ot  this 
subject  in  its  pecuniary  b'.ariogs,  Kl  the 
ficl  be  borne  i  i  mind  that  the  iiistituiioii 
of  slavery  in  the  hands  of  its  lew  proprie  - 
tors  rests  as  a  blight  upon  the  indusiry  and 
prupiriy  of  nine  hundred  and  ti  ly  odd 
tnousatid  non-iavebi'idcrs,  and  it  is  a 
matitr  of  vital  self  defense  on  their  pari 
that  the  sp-edi-st  methods  sh  mid  be  ns. d 
to  initiate  its  extinction.  They  have  ihe 
r  ght  to  use  all  mi  ral  and  p  liiical  appli- 
ances to  relieve  the  r  own  prnpeny  from 
this  incubus,  and  the  duty  ihey  owe  m 
(.tisterity  demands  tiial  they  should  iXer- 
ei.se  that  ri^iht  It  needs  only  then  ih'^i 
the  nrm-s'aveholding  people  of  this  Com 
nionvvealih  shall  take  into  ihiir  own  hai  ds 
IIS  ordinary  government  ard  say,  no  liin;ie' 
shall  it  be  administered  in  the  interest  of 
slavtry,  but  raiher  in  sympathy  with  free 
dam.  und  they  wi  1  have  aicomp!i.-hi.d  in  a 
great  part  the  desire  I  result. 

None  know  better  than  die  advocates  of 
the  slaviry  system  how  eniiie  is  iis  de- 
pendence tor  vitality  upon  the  public  opin- 
iun  of  ih'>  commuiiiiy  where  it  exi-ts.  And 
none  fetl  mine  keenly  the  first  bi.  alh  of 
moral  coudemnatiun  that  comes  from  ihe 
governing  cla-s.  I  alTirm,  ihereiore.  that  it 
istn'y  tiecessiry  to  give  body  and  hem  In 
tlie  public  will  of  Missouri — '0  uttir  tie 
deliberate  verdict  of  our  great  Stale  again-t 
the  lontrer  continuance  of  slavery  wilhin 
its  confines,  and  the  hours  will  be  few  that 
it  will  linger  in  the  land  In  proof  if  thi- 
po  iiion  I  cite  the  lad  that  wiihin  the  last 
tvvii  years,  in  presence  el  liie  b.ire  discus- 
sion of  the  sutject  of  ematicipation,  in  view 
of  the  nncutain  tenure  of  that  speci' a  ol 
property,  and  con.sequfiit  upon  a  troub'ed 
aid  confiictin?  stale  ol  society,  the  number 
of  slaves  in  .Missouti  has  been  reduced  one- 
half. 

And  this  has  not  cost  the  State  treasury 
a  single  dollar  of  outlay.  But  if  the  had, 
why  not  two  thiids — why  iiot  the  whole? 
I'he  pioC'.-ss  is  the  same.  Th:  meresuspi 
cion  that  there  hna  been  freedom  on  the  air 
hiis  nnide  this  no  lonetr  a  congenial  houic 
f  •)■  elav.;  iuuor.  L;  l  the  question,  then,  ol 
email -ipntion  be  agit  lied  lisely.  The  non 
slavehoidmif  community  owes  this  inucii  to 
it!«elf.  Let  it.*  merit-  be  brought  to  I  ght  in 
every  town  and  c 'unty.  Let  its  influence 
be  shown  upon  industruil  wealth,  social  ele 
vation,  public  prosjjerily,  manners,  inorab, 
nligion,  patriotism,  in  .short  up-^n  whatevti 
Slaveiy  ha-',  blislit  <'.  Let  the  hnded  learn 
tney  womd  be  li  her.  .ml  doub'e  tiie  yearly 
gain  (roin  their  cultivated  iarins  if  they 
would  liixrate  thtir  slave^  forthwith  and 
cnip  oy  free  labor  instea  '. 

Let  the  landless  knowjAhat  it  is  that  de- 
prives tie  in  ol  homi^itcads  and  holds  it  deg 
ra'litlion  10  work.  Lei  mme  remain  who 
either  from  tear  or  igntrance  or  reniotf^ness 
are  not  familiar  with  every  vulnerable  point 
in  the  Slave  system,  aud  in  the  broad  light 
of  such  discussion  there  need  be  no  fear 
but  that  the  end  will  cmie  quickly.  Like 
all  other  great  reforms  that  spring  from  the 
popular  heart  this  too  must  depend  in  a 
•ireat  measure  upon  inces-anl  aijitation,  1 
do  tot  htaitate  to  conless  my  sell  an  •'  agi 
titor  "  in  tiiis  behalf,  and  inU  nd  to  continue 
an  au'itator  if  life  be  spared  me,  until  Mi  - 
siiui  takes  her  stand  amid  the  Free  Slates 
of  the  L'reut  Wist. 

And  it  matters  real'y  very  little  through 
what  process  of  balloting  or  demoti'^traiinL' 
or  census  taking  the  detifminition  of  the 
people  of  Mi-siouri  to  have  done  with 
S'avery,  un  1  put  it  out  amongst  them,  shall 
be  made  manifest — only  so  that  it  be  made 
n:anile8t,  so  that  it  be  felt  and  seen,  and 
known  by  all  that  such  is  the  verdict,  and 
even  though  in  the  mys'eri"us  Providence 
ol  God,  the  insincerc-t  of  political  trim - 
tnersbe  used  to  signal  the  fact,  the  end  will 
have  been  aecoi.iplished  just  a^  well 
When  that  is  shown  the  number  of  slaves 
that  will  tiecome  the  subject  nf  the  coiisti 
tutiiinal  clauses  of  ernuncipatiuu  will  be  few 
indeid. 

Turn  against  Slavery  for  its  overthrow 
the  same  wi  apms  that  have  been  u«ed  so 
siiccesslul'y  to  ooild  it  up — the  np')liances 
of  publ'C  sentiment  and  the  dseo  intepanc'' 
of  ordinary  legi.-l  it iun.  S'aveh.ild-rs  find- 
ing it  no  longer  reputable,  as  it  has  never 
been  profitablu,  lo  mainlain  such  a  system, 
will  seek  of  themselves  for  a  deliverance 
Iri'm  its  depressing  intliience.  Many  will 
be  glad  to  obey  those  iiupni-ies  of  hum  inity 
of  whi«;li  they  so  ofren  speak,  and  libirate 
their  slaves  by  individual  ucii"u.  Odiers 
may  perhaps  remove  with  thun  to  places 
where  the  institution  still  obtains,  while  a 
ft;w  will  clamor  lor  the  full  price  irom  Gov 
eminent  of  chattels  that  have  ceased  to  be 
of  any  Value. 

It  has  been  thus  in  Pennsylvania,  in 
New  York,  in  eveiy  Sta'e  that  has  uccom- 
pniied  the  extincti'm  of  slavery,  and  the 
process  Ihat  has  been  .«o  '  fleetual  in  the 
truest  method  of  applica'ion.  When  the 
vestiges  ol  the  institution  phtll  come  lo  be 
cleared  awav  by  ihe  statut  s  of  Ireedom.  1 
have  no  doubt  that  liberality  t')  slavehold 
ers  will  be  the  order  o  the  day  ;  but  in  the 
meflnwhile  and  firs'  of  all,  it  is  our  duty 
to  strike  down  that  fi'  titious  public  opin 
ion,  jthat  manu'actured  moia'ily,  and  that 
fal-e  worship  of  its  power  which  has  given 
value  and  permanence  to  slavery  in  the 
past,  and  without  which  it  cannot  (odnre 
lor  an  hour  in  the  future.  Do  this  and  the 
idol  will  tumble  down  from  its  pedestal, 
exposing  the  poor  jugglery  by  which  it  hts 
bton  so  long  palmed  off  ou  human  credu- 
lity as  o!  divine  oriain. 

Believing  as  I  do  that  the  more  thorough 
ly  ihis  8ul>j-ct  of  emancipation  is  disrussed, 
the  more  visible  will  become  its  practicabil- 
ity, and  the  gwilter  its  progress  f  om  the 
very  fact  of  agitation,  it  will  not  be  amiss  if 
I  enter  my  total  dissent  from  so  much  of  that 
programme  set  forth  in  the  ^'ew  Era  as 
makes  the  exoatriation  of  the  blacks  a  con- 
di'ioD  prectd'-nt  to  their  emaocipution.  As 
a  matter  of  ligid  justice,  1  know  of  tio  right 
to  enforce  so  eztreme  a  penalty  when  prO'- 


posing  to  cane  1  a  great  public  evil.  And 
as  a  caprice  of  mere  Stale  craft,  I  cannot 
but.  thi;ik  that  the  proposed  removal,  if  in- 
sisted ou  and  its  adopt ien  made  preliminary 
to  idl  other  action,  will  do  more  to  retard 
jtnd  einbarris.-'  the  caus?  of  emancipaiion 
than  any  act  ion  its  enemies  could  take. 

It  would  inv'jlve  an  outlay  far  brgond 
the  racaos  of  our  State,  und  it  is  idle  to  ex- 
pect pecuniary  aid  from  the  General  Gov- 
ernment ill  that  behalf,  for  if  compulsory 
the  Fed' ral  power  will  never  cooperate  in 
such  a  (scheme,  however  willing  to  aid 
euiaucipatiori  in  i'sell,  or  migration  when 
vol-jiiiary.  Indeed,  if  a  pioptr  policy  be 
pnrsu.  d  in  relieving  this  Stale  from  the  re 
proach  and  luin  of  slavery,  the  change  of 
conditinn  will  be  sufficiently  gradual  to 
avoid  tho  e  evils  apprehended  by  s  iraewere 
an  immediate  universal  liberurion  of  the 
backs  to  take  place.  Moreov* r,  action  and 
rcai.tion  should  be  equal,  aud  if  so  many, 
many  thou'^ands  of  us  have  thus  long  borne 
wiih  their  presence  here  as  slaves,  surely 
others  cao  endure  their  abiding  as  freemen 
lor  the  term  that  may  fil  them  to  the  duties 
of  a  new  liie. 

To  a  vo'untary  colonization,  impelled  by 
mo'itfes  such  as  brought  tho  Pilgrims  to 
these  shore,  no  obj"Ction  could  be  made; 
im  the  contrary,  it  would  receive  support 
anda-si^ance  in  many  ui;expected  quarter-; 
but  tlie  argument  that  assumes  ail  slaves 
111. fil  to  dwell  here  when  liberated,  that  en^ 
lorces  expatria'ion  before  frtcdom,  is  cssen* 
lially  a  jiro  slavery  argument.  It  calls  in 
qiie.-tion  the  propriety  as  well  a=)  tho  right 
of  emancipation  ai  all,  whether  by  Individ 
uul  or  Stale,  and  draws  its  chief  strength 
from  alleged  thrililessriess,  immorality  and 
tendency  to  merge  with  the  white  race- 
allegations  utterly  at  variance  with  the  well 
knuwn  lucts.  Where  is  the  evidence  of 
such  proneness  to  vice  and  crime  oa  their 
part?  Vour  penitentiaries  and  pris-'ns 
?iiow  fevv  ireed  blacks  in  them,  and  ib>se 
chiefly  for  ('flenses  against  tlie  s'ave  code ; 
winl-L  the  aversi  »n  iu  wfiieh  intermarriage 
between  the  races  is  held  ii  safiBeient  evi- 
dence ol  its  rariry,  and  sufficient  guarantee 
against  its  prevaL-nce. 

N  r  ate  their  numbers  such  as  should 
frighten  us  into  har-h  d-'aling.  I  find  in 
a  iiie  authority  that  there  were  in  1661 
more  tiian  (80,000)  eighty  tho'isand  freed 
b'ai  ks  ill  the  Slate  if  Mar3'!and.  Vir- 
gini.i  contained  fifty-seveii  tbou.sand  five 
liuiidnd,  Penn.sylvania  toriy-six  thousand 
and  upvard,  and  New  York  about  loriy- 
nine  or  fitly  thou-aod.  lu  Mis.souri  al 
tlie  present  time,  ihere  are  not  more  than 
fifty  ihon-and  blacks,  both  Irc3  and  ,*ilave, 
but  Mi.ssouri  is  twice  as  large  as  Mary, 
land,  und  fully  equal  in  exieiit,  resource 
and  capacity  I'T  the  support  ()f  pooula- 
li'in  tuuiberof  the  Stales  named.  Fur- 
thermore, it  is  a  fact  susceptiole  of  the 
cleare  t  proof,  that  iu  not  one  of  those 
rftaes  have  the  predictions, S')  li<>hilv  ul- 
lered  ill  regard  to  the  free  blacks, 
befallen  ttiem  as  a  class.  Add  10  this  the 
rresunip  1011  whi.h  all  things  con-pire  to 
ju-^iiiy,  that  upon  the  consommutio  1  of  any 
act  oi"  Ireedom  in  Ihis  St.ite  so  far  from  hav- 
ing tiny  tliou-and  sLves  to  I  berate,  there 
Won  d,  in  all  human  probability,  exclusive 
ol  the  pi'st  nali,  be  hss  than  iwentv  th ou- 
sa  a],  and  [  ihmk  ne  may  dismiss  any  ap- 
pielieiisiou  as  to  injui-y  resulting  or  likely  to 
result  inun  the  stay  ot  such  as  remain,  and 
that  we  need  not  load  thequtstion  of  eman 
cipiiioa  with  coniliiions  piecedeot  oidycal- 
ci'l.ited  10  embarra-8  its  achievement. 

B  U  alter  ail  there  is  a  higher  ground 
Irotii  winch  we  sliould  view  such  qnestious. 
Let  us  bii  solicitous  chiefly  of  d  'ing  the 
right  in  this  grave  matter  of  liberating  » 
do  vn  trodden  race,  aud  trust  that  God  will 
so  order  all  its  consequences  that  they  shall 
leioiiid  iu  b.  nefits  likewise. 

TiiH  communication  has  already  drawn 
it-el!  out  to  a  creater  length  than  I  had  in- 
tended, ami  I  must  deter,  therefore,  to  some 
01  her  time  a  discusaion  of  those  measures 
most  suitable  at  this  lime  lor  organizing  a 
party  of  tieedom—fjr  establishing  societies 
ol  support  and  correspondence  in  every  dis- 
trict, and  lor  di-seminating  information 
needlu!  to  a  lull  compr'rhensiMn  of  the  mer- 
its of  ihis  question  by  the  maises  of  the 
people. 

There  is  much  work  to  be  di  no,  and  only 
tlio.se  who  give  to  it  wiilmg  hearts  will  ac- 
C'jmplish  anything.  Above  all.  let  us  not, 
in  i'  iMating  this  great  camp-jign,  make  Ihe 
mi-lake  of  shallow  politicians,  who,  by  ig- 
noring moral  iiifluei  ces  as  determining  the 
aflairs  ol  men,  so  often  fail  to  realize  their 
confident  an'icipitions.  On  the  contrary, 
we  must.  c(  mprehend  and  teach  others  to 
know  that  such  impulses  are  mightier  than 
any  of  the  appliances  commonly  rched  on 
to  oive  shape  to  government.  It  is  a  moral 
force — aye,  almost  exclusively  a  moral 
lorce,  liiut  is  upholding  with  such  signal 
^ucce-s  our  Ftileral  Executive  in  th's  the 
present  h  mr  of  iis  irial,  supplying  innu- 
meratde  armies,  and  admirahle  captains. 
to  crush  out  the  most  daring,  the  most 
adr  if.iy  planned,  not  less  than  the  nio.»t 
wicked  nbeilion  that  ever  ihreatttied  any 
republic  with  over  hrow.  And  shall  we 
lo-^r;  laith  in  the  same  p.»wer  when  enlisted 
in  the  Same  cognate  cause  of  Ireedom,  even 
Ihongh  ie.-istance  an  I  obstacles  present 
tieuig  Ives  in  a  diffrent  guse?
